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Several very interesting documents by Marina appear in V oi. 

XV III beginning on n.5U0. Her documents are in Russian and they 
are translated. I intend to go over them, more exhaustively when 
SJ EAve time, but x want to here note several very interesting things 
from them. 

On p.5>i|l, Exhibit 9 S 8 . a letter to the Delias Civil Liberties 
Union, she acknowledges that as of December 7 the Secret Service had 
been "’guarding* me". She said she may see anyone she 

pleases and, by inference, she does not want to see Ruth Paine. what 
appears to be a different version of the same letter, both ss± have 
the same date and both are misdated 1964, appears on p.547 as Exhibit 
0992. It is considerably longer in this form and says more. The 
first version was translated by Mrs. Declan F'or-d, a member of the 
Dallas Russian community and a friend of the Oswalds, the second by 
Harris L. Coulter of the Department of State, In the second letter 
she says "I have no complaint about the Secret Service personnel 
who are ’protecting* me. ... I am completely free to go where x want 
and to see whom I want. ... I just don’t want to see anybody ..." 
Again she ±s extends apologies to a Vs. Paine. Presumably this fol- 
lowed an inquiry from Mrs. Paine that is not reflected in this volume 

On p . 5>i+ G Is the beginning of a lengthy handwritten document in 
Russina, Exhibit 993, identified only in the table of contents as 
"Narrative prepare® by Marina Oswald*'. Its translation. Identified 
as Exhibit- 990, begins immediately following it on p .596.
